. Now in fetting this Matter a little right; 
the Cratt of a Parcy of Men will moft readi- 
ly appear. Methinks they look to me like 
‘a Shipwright, that makes the Rudder firft, 
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and Builds the Ship afterward ; who, tho’ 
he begins at the wrong end, fhews doubly 
the Exaétnefs of his Draft, and that he 
wants no Skill, however wild his Meafures 
-are. 

Our'Genflemen had form’d t wo Schemes 
in England, one againft the Government, 
one againtt the Diffemters ; and finding both 
Lame and Defeétive, they are now ftriving 
to make them go with Crutches, and Swim 
with Bladders of their own Politicks.

How wou!d this cnall Oc 
cafions return upon the People, when they 
joh any Battle, or had any Misforcune at 
Sea ? How would the General Relicttion be 
as among thefe People it is usw? How can 
we expect any better, when we are fight- 
ing againft Heaven ? When we are ereéting 
a Humane Right againft the Sacred Law of 
Succeifion, and Supporting a Queen, that has 
no Title but what is Condeinned in Heaven, 
and Oppofed on Earth ? 

Isthisa Shake in the Grafs, or no? Is not 
this a Piot againft the Quevn’s Title, anda 
Mine to overthrow Parliameniary Limi-ati- 
ons? If this Dogtrine once take place in Eng- 
lasd, all manner of Tyranny muft follow, 
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and this Nation muft expeét to fa 
tied.
